Ten years after the founding of the denomination, the Full Gospel As­ 
sembly of Santa Ana, a division of the “Assemblies of God,” was made 
into an official organized group. This was in 1924. Four years later the 
present church edifice was built 


Included in the local church administration are the following depart­ 
ments: Sunday Bible school, which is held at 9:30 a. rn. each Sunday and 
is divided into classes according to ages. Teaching in these classes is done 
through specially prepared lessons, arranged by the Gospel Publishing 
House, Springfield, Mo. 


The Christ’s Ambassadors, the young peoples’ society of the church, 
meets each Sunday at 6:30 p. rn. and Friday at 7:30 p. rn. for devotion and 
inspiration. Working with this group are the Junior Christ’s Ambassadors. 


On the first Monday of each month a Christ’s Ambassadors rally is 
held in one of the nearby towns, where young people gather for spiritual 
enjoyment, special music, testimonies and preaching. 


The women of the church have an organization composed of members 
and friends of the church under the title, the Women’s Missionary Coun­ 
cil. This group meets each Wednesday morning at IO a. rn. for prayer, 
counsel and other activities such as sewing, quilting, distribution of relig­ 
ious literature, visiting the sick at hospitals and homes and other such 
service. The junior division of this group meets each Saturday. 


Each summer the local church sponsors a Daily Vacation Bible school. 
This school lasts throughout the summer months and in the summer just 
passed approximately IOO enrolled, with an average attendance of 70. 


Finances of the church are managed through the Tithe and free-will 
offering plan. Officers of the church are: C. F. Mohnike, clerk; H. B. 
Cummings, chairman of the board of deacons; A. H. Cope. supt. Sunday 
School; W. S. Howard, choir director; Miss Doris Nichols, pianist; Mrs. 
Ella Schmidt, president W.M.C.; Mrs. Eva Corning, president Christ’s Am­ 
bassadors; Mrs. A. H. Cope, director of junior church; Mrs. E. L. Friend, 
director of Cradle Roll.

The Denomination 


The “Assemblies of God” denomination, of 
which the Full Gospel Assembly is a part, was 
organized in 1914, at Hot Springs, Arkansas, by 
a co-operative body of believers who affirm their 
faith in the authenticity, integrity and inspiration 
of the Holy Scriptures as being the one and only 
authority for faith and conduct. It is a strictly 
fundamental, missionary and evangelistic move­ 
ment. 
Though the movement itself is young, it is not 
new since it is a revival of the primitive Christian 
faith and practice. 
The number of ordained ministers in the de­ 
nomination, according to an article in the October 
issue of the “Christian Herald” is 3,388 with 3,580 
congregations and a membership of more than 
175,000. More than 300 missionaries of the church 
are carrying on the work of the denomination in 
34 foreign fields.

BUSINESS MARCHES FORWARD 


$112,000,000 PAID FOP W ORK N EV ER D O N ! 
In an address before the C alifornia S ta te Cham ber 
of Com merce, A, J, Lunderig, P resid en t of E ast Bay 
T ran sit Com pany, Oakland, told the agricultural sec­ 
tion th a t th e A m erican railroads had paid, in one 
year. f i l l , OOO.OOO for work th a t never w as done. 
This, he said, w as because of arb itrary ru les aa 
tablished by the collective bargaining units and the 
railroad labor boards. 


As an exam ple of this, he said th a t It had been 
the custom to have the regular crews run the train s 
into New York and to have the term inal crews take 
the trains to the yards, which required about a quar 
ter pf an hour's tim e. L ater, it was decided to have 
the regular crew do this and pay them tim e and a 
half for the work. 
A bout a year later, the term inal crew complained 
to the labor board and it ruled th a t the railroads 
m ust pay the term inal crew s for this tim e In which 
the reg u lar crew s did the work. This operation cost 
the railroads $250,000, for which work they had 
already paid tim e and a half. 
It is no w onder freight rates are so high when 
the railro ad s have to pay for work never done and 
a t the sam e tim e pay w ages th a t are not on a com­ 
petitive basis. 
It is a nice exam ple of th e effects of giving any 
group a rb itra ry pow er in establishing wages or any 
o th er price on a non-com petitive basis.

W h at we have 
to look forw ard to is th u s an uneasy peace w ith a 
burden of unproductive investm ent which th reaten s 
to destroy the economy of the world. 
Our own trad e relations w ith Europe m ay become 
greatly altered. 
Aa for G erm any her changed boun­ 
daries in various q u arters, and (perhaps even m ore) 
the hegemony, political and economic, w hich she can 
now set up over m any of the sm aller states, should 
g w iden her m arkets and increase her sources of raw 
m aterial, but she will also have to seek foreign- o u t­ 
le ts . 
Dr. Funk is reported as saying th a t one trade 
/ag reem en t w ith the U nited States would be w orth IO 
f j t h Balkan states, but I cannot see th at trad e with 
us is likely to increase on any term s G erm any could 
offer. 
On the other hand, our large trade w ith Czecho­ 
slovakia will now have to be through G erm an hands.

A gain, the diversion of such colossal sum s as are 
now to be spent in Europe on arm s will have a con­ 
siderable effect In all countries on im ports and e x ­ 
p ort* th eir character, sources and d estination* The 
diversion la not only of capital and taxes b u t also of 
labor. 
Bach line of business will have to stu d y thts 
* situ atio n to r itself, but the failure of th e English 
pound to recover from w ar scare, and its w ide fluct- 
F uations Mace p a rtial recovery, indicate a possible 


radical change In E ngland’s international economic 
position. 
T h at change will be of g reat im portance to us o ut­ 
side of m ere trade and exchange channels. 
Munich 
has been called a g reat m ilitary disaster for France 
and E ngland w ithout a sh o t fired. 
Its repercus 
stuns are bound to be felt, a s they already arc, on 
our aids of the A tlantic. 
One does not have to be 
A nglo-m aniac to realize th a t the disappearance of the 
B ritish E m pire as a first class, and even dominant, 
pow er in the world would have profound m ilitary 
effect on us. 
One m ay object to much th at it has 
done and call it selfish or anything you like, but the 
fact rem ains th at, in the last analysis, we have 
counted on tbe B ritish Fleet to help us m aintain the 
M onroe D octrine and our sta tu s in the F ar East. 
The void left by the disappearance of the Empire is 
alm ost unthinkable in its consequences and in the 
new responsibilities It m ight throw on us. 
It is too coon, perhaps, to say th a t the Em pire has 
lost its world position for good, but we have already 
noted that, ow ing to C onstitutional changes, it has 
nothing like the solidarity of power which it had a t 
the beginning of the last w ar. 
There is also the fact 
th a t the B ritish 
Fleet, 
which 
largely 
made the 
strength of Em pire, has become to a great degree 
subordinate to air force. 
The treatm en t accorded 
England by G erm any and Jap an are sym ptom s of 
present collapse if not of perm anent decay. 
The M onroe D octrine was originally proposed by- 
England, but we preferred to go it alone. In the past 
century and more, however, it has been to England’s 
interest to m aintain th at D octrine both on account 
of C anada and of B ritish trade w ith South America. 
In general, m oreover, in spite of her alliance with 
Japan, it has been her interest to m aintain the status 
quo in the Orient. 
If she should become unable, as 
she is a t present, to Join w ith us in these two objects, 
it is obvious th a t we shall have to give them up our­ 
selves or enorm ously increase our own 
military 
strength, and to an extent few of us yet realize. 
The latter course will clearly be taken, and even 
w ithout the event of w ar the effects of M unich may 
be great on cu r economic stru ctu re. 
On the one 
hand, a huge expenditure on m unitions of w ar will 
make it still more difficult to balance the budget, 
with al! which th at implies. 


Plight of Railroads Worse

the unfortunate plight of the rail­ 
roads and their need of relief. Why. 
then, did the Board oppose action by 
the railroads that would have given 
them the necessary relief? 
One reason was because it viewed 
the financial distress of the railroads 
as “a short-term situation," dating 
from October. 1937. This is. however. 
an optimistic appraisal of the railroad 
situation not warranted by tbe record. 
The fact is that railroad earnings 
have been inadequate almost unin­ 
terruptedly since 1932. Indeed, in each 
year from 1933 to 1937 the number of 
miles of railroad in receivership or 
trusteeship broke all previous rec­ 
ords. Moreover, in the very month 
cited by the Board as the period from 
which financial distress dates, the 
Interstate Commerce < ommission, in 
deciding a rate case, found that "the 
record amply justifies the conclusion 
that in the aggregate the railroads are 
earning very materially less than a 
reasonable return on the fair value 
of their carrier properties." The Com­ 
mission also said that “no other con­ 
clusion is possible than that the net 
earnings of the railroads are now in­ 
consistent . . . with tbe conditions nec­ 


essary for the proper conduct et the 
public service of railroad transporta­ 
tion by private enterprise.” The dis­ 
tress of the railroads can bol there­ 
fore. be regarded as “a short-tana 
situation." 
Another reason why tho 
found against a wage ct*, was bacauan 
the railroads proposed to make a 
horizontal c u t applicable im a aa- 
tionaJ scale and applicable to all 
classes of employees alike. Such a cut 
said the Board, would not tract the 
financial emergency of the industry, 
since the savings wouia go to all rail­ 
roads. snd not merely to those la 
need. Moreover, such a cut would re­ 
duce the wages of tbe non-opera ting 
employees, whore wages were sot 
high as compared with wages In eon* 
parable industries. Had the railroads 
proposed to cut merely the wages et 
the better-paid train service em­ 
ployees tbe Board intim ated that (ta 
decision might have been different 
The Board pointed out that It was 
impressed with tbe fact that both Ute 
railroads and their employees have a 
vital and common concern In the 
working out of an adequate, national 
transportation policy. Their present 
willingness to work together toward 
a common end should not be lost aa 
th* result of strife over a question 
essentially small ta toe light of tho 
ultimate benefits that are bound to 
accrue from rem s better answer ta 
the railway problem. The Board re­ 
alized that Its suggestions did not 
promise the “quick financial railer 
that the railroads need. and which a 
wage reductioo would provide, but It 
thought it would be a mistake to Jeop­ 
ardize the future of the Industry by 
discord between the men and man­ 
agement over the means of securing 
immediate relief. 
The Board also called attention lo 
the necessity that now rests on th* 
governm ent to give a complete and 
thorough-going reconsideration to th# 
relationship of the railroad Industry 
to our nations] w ell-being
